PARIS, June 10—The decisive day 

has at last been reached. The presi- 
dential message, a forecast of which 
has already been given, will be read 
to the Chamber of Deputies and the 
Senate by the new Prime Minister, M. 
Frangois-Marsal, and the Minister of 
Justice, Anthony Ratier, and most in- 
teresting political -maneuvering will 
be observed. To appreciate it fully it 
should be recorded in detail, but sub- 
stantially the efforts of the Radicals 
‘are to avoid not only a debate on the 
presidential message, but even a direct 
vote, which would compe] each deputy 
‘publicy to take responsibility for the 
action which is widely considered to 
be unconstitutional. 

The object of President Millerand is 
to obtain such a direct vote. The Rad- 
icals wish merely to pass a resolu- 
tion declaring that they cannot ‘enter 
into relations with M. Francois-Marsal 
since he does not represent a.new ma- 
jority. Thus they hoped to avoid a 
constitutional issue, though obviously | 
the effect would be, not only to over- 
throw M. Francols-Marsal but to place 
M. Millerand in such a situation that 
his resignation may be expected, even 
tonight. 

The Millerandists belfeve that if the 
Radicals can be forced to register a 
censure on the President, it can be 
clearly shown that the Constitution 
has: been violated, and such a cam- 
paign will be begun that new elec- 
tions within a few months might con- 
ceivably become necessary. 

In the Senate the procedure is par- 
ticularly difficult, for many of the sen- 
ators at once belong to the Radical 
Party and are friends with M. Miller- 
and. They are much more touched 
by the constitutional issue than the 
Chamber, for traditionally the sena- 
tors are upholders of the Constitution. | 
It is not believed, however, that the 
majority in the Chamber or the Senate 
can stifle all discussion as is recom- 
mended in some quarters. M. Fran- 
cois-Marsal has not any illusion about 
his fate, and in any event he will re- 
sign after performing his duty of de- 
livering the presidential message.

subject “Thrift in Industry.” He re- 
viewed the famous New England spirit 
of thrift and saving, emphasizing the 
fact that the savings bank is a native 
of New England. Touching on capital 
and labor, he said: “There have been 
many arguments, pro and con, as to the 
relation of capital and labor, as though 
either could be antagonistic of the other 
and succeed. A manufacturing plant 
that exploits its workers is foredoomed 
to failure, and workérs who are not 
interested in their work not only injure 
the product but compromise their own 
standing as craftsmen. The pressure 
on the part of employers nowadays is 
rather to secure production than to 
reduce wages. Whatever the sins of 
capital, and there are probably many, 
they never can be corrected until em- 
ployees regain the pride of workmanship 
which is a part of our heritage.”

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Four Amendments to Town 
Building Restrictions Advocated 
Before Planning Board 


Further alterations to: Brookline’s 
zoning laws were proposed at a hear- 
ing last night before the town's plan- 
ning board. Four amendments to the 
. present law which would reclassify 
residential districts and, in one case, 
bring part of a residential district 
into a commercial area, were brought 
up at the meeting. 

The planning board announced that 
it would take the amendments under 
advisement and bring them before the 
town councN for action June 19. 
Brookline was said to be the first 
community in the United States 
classified as a town to enact a zoning 
law, which was passed in May, 1922. 

It is proposed to include in a com- 
mercial five-story limit district that 
part of a residential three-story limit 
district bounded by Harvard Street, 
Thorndike Street and the town line, 
with the exception of a strip of 100 
feet on the west side of Thorndike 
Street. | 

It was argued last night that the 
building in the commercial district 
had crowded up so close to the resi- 
dences that the residence property had 
fallen in value. The land in the home 
district, it was said, new had no at- 
traction save for commercial enter- 
prises, and it was only fair to allow 
the owners of the lots to sell to the 
best advantage. Little opposition was 
heard to this amendment. 

A representative of the Trumbull 
Hospital, Pond Avenue and Allerton 
Street, was present at the meeting last 
night and@ argued in favor of another 
amendment that would change the 
property from a “3D” to a “3C” dis- 
trict, thus allowing it to add another 
story to its building. Some opposition 
‘to this clause was heard, and it was 
said that the extension would injure 
the beauty—and the monetary value— 
of adjoining residences. 

A proposal to include within a zone | 
(district “4D") restricted to detached | 
one-family houses a large area of va- 
cant and hitherto unzoned land elicited 


a good deal of protest from owners of |

Butler’s Attack on Dry 
Law Stirs Missourians to 
E.nergetic Defense

Employers of labor on a large scale 
are prominent among those who have 
seen fit ‘to answer Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler’s arguments on the pro- 
hibition question. They testify that 
according to their own observation the 
living conditions among the working 
classes have vastly improved—better 
personnel, more money for household 
needs, and more cfficiency at the fac- 
tory or workshop. Here are some 
opinions from Missouri, whose native 
sons in New York formed Dr. Butler's 
first audience when he put forth his 
analysis of the Volstead Law some 
weeks ago: 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., June 10 (Special)—

I most vigorously disapprove of the 
opinions uttered by President Butler. 
I am amaze that a man in his posi- 
tion ‘should give expression to such 
views, which, I believe. were prompted 
by a narrow and incomplete knowl- 
edge of the situation as it is.

SOUTH HADLEY, Mass., June 10 
(Special)—Sound judgment and in- 
tellectual initiative, qualities which 
the college should cultivate and foster, 
constitute the need of American life 
today, in the opinion of Kenneth C.

If we could really get into the con- 
sciousness of all the members of the 
college that it trains and tempers the 
mind so that it becomes capable of 
sound criticism, we should be on the 
right track. 

That there is need of such an atti- 
tude particularly in our national life, 
no thinking American will deny. The 
colleeg can help us to avoid national 
hysteria. A demoeracy like ours par- 
ticularly requires such a check. At 
the present moment we ought to steer 
a clear course between the Charybdis 
of militarism and the Scylla of pacifi- 
cism. 

There is no inconsistency in work- 
ink ardently for peace and for all 
those measyres that will really pro- 
mote better international relations 
and in: believing that, until war can 
actually be outlawed, we must be rea- 
sonably prepared for any contingency. 
A proper critical attitude will also 
distinguish between the necessity of 
prompt and severe punishment for 
corruption in public life and the 
cynical and pessimistic feeling that 
because of the recent terrible betrayal 
of national trust, there is little hon- 
esty in government. Perhaps also 
sober judgment would see in the re- 
cent breakdown of,party responsibil- 
ity a very real men&ce to our Ameri- 
can political theory and system.

TRAINING SCHOOLS 
FOR WOMEN CLUBS 


New Hampshire University to 
Extend Its Service 


DURHAM, N. H., June 10 (Special) 
-——A practical method of carrying some 
the 
women's clubs of the State through 
local leaders -has been demonstrated 
at Wolfeboro, N. H., this last year, re- 
ports Miss Daisy D. Williamson, state 
leader of home demonstration work. 
Six women, selected by the club, were 
trained to carry on the clothing proj- 
ect, and these women taught the other 
members, handling the work admir- 
ably, according to Miss Williamson. 

As a result of the demonstration, 
the Extension Service is offering to 
conduct training schools for women’s 
clubs during the coming year, such 
schools to be held in central places in 
counties where interest from clubs 
justifies their establishment. The fol- 
lowing lines of work are believed suit- 
able: basketry, making of lamp shades, 
refinishing of old furniture, re-seating 
of chairs both with cane and ru&h, 
stenciling, one-hour dress, pattern 
work which includes making of foun- 
dation waist and one-piece dress pat- 
terns, and that phase of home care 
which deals with emgrgency work and 
other simple problems. 

The Wolfeboro club established a 
record among its 35 members of 32 
waist patterns; 31 one-piece dress pat- 
terns; 92 undergarment patterns; 11 
waists, 69 dresses and 51 undergar- 
ments made from such patterns; 43 
new hats, 2 made over and 1 re- 
trimmed (11 of these made at home); 
and information passed on to 30 
others. 

So pleased. were the Wolfeboro 
women with the work that the club, 
through itg treasurer, Mrs. Jennie M.

‘survey of the condition of the schools 
‘in rural communities was made by 
ithe State Department of Education, 
|which showed that a great majority 
were lacking in one or more important 
| particulars—lighting. ventilation, fur- 
|niture, repairs, equipment, grounds 
‘and the like. 
| A score card was devised by which 
,each <-hool could be rated. 100 points 
‘constituting a perfect § score. Any 
school ranking -75 points or more was 
to be rated and placarded as a ‘“‘stand- 
ard school,” while those ranking 99 
Gr more points were to go into the 
'“superior’class. As supplemental. to 
the scére cards a practical guide was 
{issued to school directors and super- 
intendents. 
| Less than 2 per cent of the rural 
‘schools were rated as “standard” on 
ithe first survey, a majority ‘ranking 
| between 45 and 69 points. and an un- 
expectedly large number falling below 
30 points.- The situation was a reve- 
lation to the school officials. scarcely 
| a score of schools scoring 75 per cent. 
With steadily increasing support 
| and interest in the movement, there 
| are now 52 “standard” schools and 24 
, “superior” schools in the State. and 
| Several others will soon reach the 
'“standard” grade. The real cause for 
satisfaction. however, lies in the fac: 
that the movement has resulted in a 
general uplift in rural education, with

These jewelers’ lathes are usually im- 
ported unless they are specially made 
to order, since they are so small, only 
4x5 inches, that the engineer accus- 
tomed to ordinary lathes regards them 
as mere toys. The cutting tools are 
inserted in the lathe and driven by its 
wheel. 

The engraver makes his own tools 
from small stee] rods about the size 
of the little pencils attached to a 
dance card. These are ground down 
and shaped at the end into discs of 
various sizes, flat, mushroom-shaped, 
or sausage-shaped. The cutting, how- 
ever, is done by diamond dust. The 
end of the tool is covered with a mix- 
ture of this precious substance and 
Olive oil. So fine is the dust that it 
penetrates the pores of the steel, thus 
forming a microscopic file. 

Wrist Work 

The engraver checks off the design 
or poftrait to be copied in blocks 
and draws to scale smaller blor¢ks 
upon the stone, where the design has 
been drawn in pencil. The,stone is 
then held against the surface of the 
revolving tool, and the surface is 
ground away little or much as the pat- 
tern requires.

Then 
when the arts once more revived after 
the gloom of the Dark Ages had begun 
to lighten, this ancient craft was re- 
vived. Gems are engraved either in 
bas relief, known technically as cameo 
cutting, or in intaglio, that is, sunk 
beneath the surface of the stone. Both 
ancient and modern intaglios are used 
chiefly for seals, though this is not 
their only use. In the case of a com- 
paratively soft gem, such as the moon-- 
stone, intaglio cutting is preferable, 
since then there is no danger that the 
stone may be chipped, which some- 
‘times happens when the cutting is in 
relief.

SENSITIVITY AND. SELECTIVITY 


Signal. Stréngth Aided—Circuit Employing New R. F. 
Transformer Not Original, but Uses Efficient Apparatus

. This article is designed to show how 
-the tuned radio frequency regenera- 
tive transformer which ‘has been dis- 
cussed in the previous articles is in- 


corporated in a set that is extremely 
gensitive and selective. For those 
who have not read the previous dis- 
cussions it may be said that this trans- 
former was carefully designed from 
mathematical calculations and that it 
comes very close to the predicted the- 
oretical amplification. ° 

There are so many so-called new 
circuits springing up every day that 
the experimenter feels at a complete 
loss to know which one to construct. 
However, this hookup is not declared 
to be new, but the R. F. transformer 
used was designed by physical scien- 
tific methods, the constants and per- 
formance being measured in a labora- 
tory and verified as accurately as pos- 
sible by comparison with. other sets 
. with very gratifying results. 

For example, the author has used 
an inside spring antenna on this set 
and allowed a friend to use a five-tube, 
»factoygy-built and nationally advertised 
“neutrodyne set with an outside an- 
tenna with the result that the set to 
be described not only had a greater 
sixnal strength but as much if not 
more 
controls. 

In the diagram of the gircuit thé 
fixed condenser in series with the 
antenna enables the set to tune effici- 
‘ently on almost any antenna long or 
short, inside or out of doors, although 


selectivity with fewer tuning 


it may be saviniiie to leave it out 
for extremely short antennas. It 
should have a capacity of .0001 mf. 
and is preferably of the mica type. Lo 
is a coil wound on 38%-ineh hard 
rubber tubing and consists of .60 turns 
of No. 20 D. C. C. wire. 

Co and C2 are both .0005 mf. low 
loss variable condensers. The ones 
used by the author in the laboratory 
have the fixed plates insulated’by three 
small pieces of hard rubber fastened 
to an aluminum composition frame, 
the rubber being well out of the elec- 
trostatic field and consequently intro- 
ducing extremely small loases. A slow 
motion dial is provided with this con- 
denser which gives the fine adjustment 
necessary for the sharp tuning re- 
quired. It is not advisable to use 
single plate verniers as they usually 
have large losses which tend to make 
the carefully chosen constants for the 
transformer incorrect. 

It is advisable to use a UV 198 or 
C 299 tube for the radio frequency am- 
plifier as the transformer is designed 
to work with this tube. In fact, all the 
tubes can be of this type although for 
audio frequency amplification, the 
201-A type of tube will carry more 
volume. The grid condenser has the 
usual value of .00025 mf. while the grid 
leak should be about 24% megohms for 
the tubes recommended. Owing to the 
difference in tubes several sizes should 
be tried, however.

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MAJOR GRIFFITH 
ISSUES REPORT 


Commissioner of Athletics for 
the “Big.Ten” Is Against 
Public Protests : 


Epecial from Monitor Bureas. 


CHICAGO, Ill., June 10—Seventy- 
two per cent, or 36,765 students, par- 
ticipated in organized athletic or 
physical education activities during 
the past year in the 10 institutions of 
the Intercollegiate Conference, it was 
reported by Maj. J. L. Griffith, com- 
missioner of athletics, in his annual 
statement to directors of the confer+ 
ence gathered here Saturday, made 
public today in an interview with 
the representative of The Christian 
Science Monitor. Directors of the con- 
ference unanimously voted to support 
the National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation track and field meet and hoped | 
it would be revived next year. The. 
meet was omitted this year becaust of 
the Olympics, and because each of the | 
college conference games was declared | 
a preliminary tryout meet. | 

Public protests of the decisions of | 
officials or of the winning of games | 
will .not be allowed in the future, the | 
directors have decided on recommenda: | 
tion of Major Griffith. The conference | 
track meet a year ago, won by Univer- 
rity of Michigan: and protested by 
University of Illinois, the protest over 
the decision of Walter Eckersall, ref- 
eree, in the Michigan football victory 
over University of Wisconsin, and the! 
reported protest of the recent Ohio, 
State University victory over Univer- 
sity of Minnesota in baseball, were 
cited ag cases in point. 

Major Griffith stated that Minnesota 
did not protest the Ohio baseball game— | 
that the report was erroneous. He also 
stated that the other protests were to, 
no purpose, that they injured confer- 
ence athletics through unfavorable pub- 
licity, and constituted unsportsmanlike 
conduct. Any protests in future, it was 
decided, would be made in private to the 
commissioner of athletics. 

Material improvement was reported | 
in conference athletics. More gymna- | 
siums, stadiums and athletic fields were | 
built or improved than in any previous | 
year in the history of the group; these | 
were made necessary by increased stu- | 
dent participation, and made possible | 
by increased profits from attendance at | 
the spectacles. : 

Major Griffith stated that a survey of | 
newspaper editorials showed that there, 
was no fear on the part of the press of | 
the growth of athletics, and the senti- | 
ment that bigness was an evil was los- | 
ing ground afd that college athletics 
were coming to be judged, not by their 
size, but by the good they do. | 

Most infractions of the amateur rule, | 
which disbarred athletes during the past . 
year, he stated, were of minor char- | 
acter, and there were only one or two, 
flagrant cases. 

A survey of the conference members | 
showed that scholarships were in the. 
control of the university presidents and ' 
their staffs and were not used to recruit | 
athletes. Very few athletes won!

The mixture employed is 
composed of Portland cement and fine 
gravel, moistened and packed by hand 
into molds arranged in layers from the 
base oe ms 


The Sierra Leone Pavilion in the 
West African walled city is the replica 
of a rest house such as are scattered 
in all the principal tewns throughout 
the Protectorate.

In other 
words, I had ceased, almost, to wait 
for the ideal Romeo and Juliet. Yet 
now, at the Regent, I have seen them, 
or rather have almost seen them; for 
though Mr. John Gielgud and Miss 
Gwenn Ffrangcon-Davies fall far 
short of the perfect, they nevertheless

N EXHIBITION of facsimile draw-

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|Where Hot Water 


Spurts From the 
Queensland Bush 


Melbourne, Victoria 
Special Correspondence 
N THE Queensland Bush more than 

50 miles from any town, a group of 

the travelers came upon a six-foot 
‘column of hot water spurting out of 
the ground. It was an artesian bore. 
For a few hundred yards around the 
pasturage was as green as an English 
meadow in strange contrast to the 
‘burnt brownness of the miles of scrub 
‘through which they had been riding 
|for the last two days. The land 
j around was roughly fenced off to form 
/a small paddock and a shelter consist- 
ing of a roof of branches supported 
on fout posts stood near. giant gum- 
| trees gave grace and dignity to the 
,; spot. The charred remains of one or 
‘two camp fires told them that they 
l were not the only travelers who had 
‘found this ideal camping place, but 
/on this day it was deserted save for 
_the calling parrots in the trees and 
a kangaroo who leaped away at the 
|approach of the horses. 

Saddle bags were unstrapped and 
| the horses hobbled, and in a very few 
minutes they were all enjoying warm 
‘baths at various secluded spots along 
ithe stream. It was funny to see the 
| children approach the gushing foun- 
‘tain of water gingerly and then jump 
| back with shrieks of glee hecause it 
| was too hot! The grown-ups were. 
glad of the opportunity to wash their 
‘clothes and their hair. The water 
(was delightfully soft, though rather 
/too full of minerals to be pleasant to 
drink. 
| This wonder of nature was an 
artesian well bored for the purpose of 
providing water for the cattle on a 
large sheep station. The greater part 
of Queensland lies in the Australian 
artesian basin. Sometimes it is neces- 
sary to bore 4000 feet before water fs 
reached, but it has been found at a 
depth of 10 feet. . The temperature of 
the water varies from 210 degrees to 
81 degrees Fahr. Geologists differ as 
to the origin of this underground re- 
serve. It is of the greatest value to © 
the owners of sheep and cattle 
stations.

of these bores. The residents were 
‘considerably inconvenienced when the 
| flow was first obtained on account of

The Sacred Lake, used in certain 
religious ceremonies, lies to the south 
of the temple.

/poems were either marvelously well- 
told tales or luxurious decoration or 
both at the same time. His greatest 
inspiration came from Chaucer and 
Malory.

Following Morris, Swinburne’s first 
book, “The Queen Mother and Rosa- 
mond,” also dedicated to Rossetti, fell 
from the press in 1860. Not one copy 
of it was sold till long afterward. 
Because many of the verses moved 
clumsily, and some of the detail lacked 
perspective, it seemed to iurply that 
Pre-Raphaelitism was merelv a cult of 
the crude. Swinburne’s biographer 
# says of this volume that it is like a 
water-color drawing by Rossetti trans- 
‘lated into verse: “Dim, melancholy | 
' figures, a little uncertain in their anat- 
omy, are exhibited against a back- 
ground of pure colour.” 

In this book Swinburne was so dom- 
inated by Rossetti’s personality and 
so influenced by Morris’s Guenevere 
that his poetry scarcely revealed even 
the possibility of genius. In less than 
five years, however, he had produced 
his magnum opus, “Atalanta in Caly- 
don,” the principal literary sensation

DICTIONARY definition of the 


A wera “service” is.“devotion of 
heart and life to God.” What a 


contrast with the'generally accepted 
practice, which is chiefly concerned 
with form and ritual! It must be evi- 
dent to every thinking person that all 
true service should be more concerned 
with deeds than with forms, with ac- 
tions than with sayings. Jesus taught 
the Christian religion with deeds even. 
more than with words. If one would 
be a follower of the Nazarene, he must 


learn of and put into practice the 
Principle of Jesus’ words and works, 


and not be satisfied with believthg | 
that those works were a phenomenal | 


exhibition of divine power conferred 
only upon the Master and his disciples 
and their immediate successors. 

Now if one would devote his heart— 
his affections and desires—to God, and 
prove his devotion by his life, he must 
first learn to know what and where 
God is; 
and character of Deity for himeelf, in- 
stead of being satisfied with a blind 
acceptance of the existence of God as 


an unknowable or partly knowable | 
‘limited Person dwelling in a far-off | 


place called heaven. What, then, is 
God? And wlere shall He be found? 
We have it on Biblical authority that 
God is Love; that He is infinite Spirit; 
that He is the creator, governor, and |

|... THE situation of M. Millerand, the French President, 
-- . after the elections which revealed a swing to.the Left, was, 
ee to say the least, unenviable. He 
\} had undoubtedly associated him- 
self indiscreetly with the Bioc

and which had elevated him to 
the Elysée. During the elec- 
toral campaign he made a 
speech at Evreux which was 
taken to set out the program of the Bloc National in the 
appeal to the people. Subsequently there appeared in the 
Matin a statement whicl{ was assumed to have emanated 
from M. Millerand to the effect that, if the country pro- 
nounced against the policy of the Bloc National, he would 
have to consider what steps he himself would be obliged 
to take. In short, his sympathies with the Bloc National 
and, speaking generally, with the policy of M. Poincare, 
have never been disguised. 

The Radicals in the moment of victory Were not dis- 
posed to give any quarter to M. Millerand. They re- 
membered that his influence had indeed been exercised 
during the lifetime of the Bloc National Parliament, and 
they feared that his influence would again be exercised, to 
their detriment. | 

Now, the whole theory of the French Constitution is 
_ that the President shall have no effective power. He is 
there to preside, but the responsibility for every action 
rests upon the Prime Minister. 

It is, on the other hand, true that although M. Mil- 
lerand, when the Bloc National was in a majority, could 
personally intervene, he would find it impossible to in- 
' tervene with the Radicals in power. It did not seem to be 
a matter of much importance whether M. Millerand or M. 
Painlevé were President of the Republic; only if Parlia- 
ment is friendly toward the President can his personality 
influence events. Obviously, when Parliament is opposed 
to him, his authority is nil. He is obliged to submit or 
resign. Therefore there were many people with every 
sympathy with the new Government who deprecated the 
attacks on M. Millerand. The problem was exceedingly 
simple: it was one for M. Millerand rather than for the 
French Parliament ; it was one for his political conscience. 

To drive out the President as the result of a partisan 
agitation would be unfortunate, for it would imply that 
presidents should be changed whenever there is a change 
of governments. Provided M. Millerand could accept 
tlre changed situation, there was no particular reason why 
he should give way to a Radical successor. To place a 
Radical at the Elysée would be to perpetuate precisely the 
system which the Radicals were condemning. 

That M. Millerand should resign is of no real con- 
sequence; that he should stay is of no real consequence; 
for the effective power is vested in the Chamber. What 
one feared was that the agitation against him was some- 
what demagogic, that is, little more than a demand for 
scalps to prove that the Radicals had really won. 

When one remembers that the genuine problems to be 
faced are exceedingly difficult—the problem of repara- 
tions, the problem of the budget—and that they cannot 
be solved without causing considerable disappointment 
and disillusion in France, it seems a pity that a futile 
personal quarrel should cause a diversion of attention 
from the truly important issues. There has arisen a 
suspicion that the Radicals were desirous, above all, of 
Staging a fight with the President which would absorb the 
attention of the public and diminish the sincerity and the 
energy which should be devoted to public affairs. 

For these reasons it would be regrettable if a presi- 
dential crisis should be prolonged. Either it should be 
ended by the ending of the press campaigns, which savor 
too much of a “stunt,” or it should be ended by the resig- 
. nation of M. Millerand, moved by his political conscience.

While tuchuns are able to gather personal, 
independent armies—forces they can by no meais always 
pay—there will be deserters from those levies, living 
lawlessly to raise money, either through ransoms for 
kidnaped prisoners, natives or foreigners, or, in the 
latter case, through bribes from Government officials “‘to 
be good.” Again, and more basically, these conditions 
will persist while the central administration remains as 
impotent, not to say farcical, a thing as it is today. 

It is, however, more than a matter of foreigners cap- 
tured and held in hazard of.-life itself.

Brigandage has become not less than a recognized indus- 
try in present-day China. It may, indeed, properly be 
held as a brother guild to the beggars and thieves organ- 
izations which center-north. of Hong Kong, though it is 
further spread than they..

NoTHING is more marked, as one observes the prog- 


ress of events at the Republican national convention in: 


Cleveland, than the decadence of 
senatorial influence, made ap- 
parent by the uncontested leader- 
ship of the Coolidge forces, and 
the enforced yielding by the so- 
called senatorial bloc of the 
scepter which it wielded at Chi- 
cago in 1920.. Warren G. Har- 
ding’s nomination as the party’s candidate for the Presi- 
dency was dictated, unquestionably, by his colleagues in 
the upper house,of Congress. While the choice of the 
candidate was overwhelmingly indorsed at the polls in 
November, it is, nevertheless, a fact that the nomination 
was, in no sense, in response to a popular demand. 

Today the shifting of the political balance has been 
so complete that those senators who, in 1920, stood in 
the position of dictators in the naming of the leading 
candidate and in shaping the party platform, are in at 
least temporary eclipse. If it is true that the popular 
voice was stifled in convention councils four years ago, it 
must appear that it is eloquent and persuasive now. Mr. 
Coolidge’s nomination, conceded even by his bitterest 
political enemies for months in advance of the convention, 
is not the result of a star-chamber conference? It is the 
carrying out of a program shaped by the logical and in- 
evitable unfoldment of events. It is as logical that he 
should write the platform upon which he chooses to stand 
as that he should be accepted unquestioningly as the 
nominée of his party. 

Prophetic warning has been given of this catastrophe 
which has overtaken the once powerful senatorial bloc. 
Those gentlemen who have refused to support the Presi- 
dent in the emergencies where his temporary defeat could 
not have been avoided without their aid must have seen 
the hand writing upon the wall, the justly indignant sen- 
tence which the people have imposed upon them. 

It is too early, at this juncture, to appraise the results 
of the revolution which has so quietly been carried on. 
To the sympathetic observer it must seem, ho.yever, that 
there are visible encouraging signs of regeneration, a 
departure from the dangerous path into which bloc or 
factional influences have forced the party of Lincoln and 
those illustrious men who have followed him as construc- 
tive leaders. A page of political history is being written 
in the Cleveland convention hall, but it is safe to say 
that the record being transcribed is one of a return to the 
fundamentals of democracy as not infrequently in the 
past those fundamentals have been the actual, rather than 
the merely theoretical, basis of party solidarity. 
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In AN address delivered recently in New- York, 
Charles Evans Hughes, Secretary of State of the United 
States, although essaying a 
broad and comprehensive survey 
of national and international 
conditions and their attendant 
problems, found what must ap- 
peal to everyone as a logical 
means for their solution. One 
who reads the _ Secretary’s 
thoughtful address is convinced that the great solvent, as 
it is humanly conceived, is individual right thinking and 
right action. He wisely observed that what is needed is 
not so much gossip about crimes and the spreading of 
scandalous rumors, “but immediate prosecution, convic- 
tion and punishment, where competent evidence exists, 
with a swiftness and accuracy which sacrifice none of the 
essentials of justice, that is of specific accusation, con- 
frontation of witnesses, fair and impartial trial with de- 
fenses heard but the sentiment of justice dominant.” 

There, concisely, is indicated a measure of individual 
responsibility in the affairs of government. The ten- 
dency too often is to shirk this responsibility while blam- 
ing others for the miscarriages of justice. If we are to 
be fair to others we. must ourselves be willing to aid in 
the immediate prosecution, conviction and punishment 
of those who offend against the law. The trouble is 
not all with the courts. It is not all with the prosecuting 
officers and the police. Mr. Hughes finds that “the pub- 
lic opinion that should be directed to the enforcement of 
the law is too readily turned by efforts to capitalize sensa- 
tion into an indulgent curiosity disposed to look at the 
process as a sort of exciting game, with sympathy largely 
for the pursued.”

THE two or tliree years prior to the World War found 
a few thousand very young men working in attics and 
shacks with crude-looking home- ah So 
made coils of wire and a bit of. (“_ aoe 
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in an effort to pick up the 
broadly-tuned radio spark sta- 
tions of that time. They were 
looked upon as harmless dabblers 
m a subject that really required 
little respect or attention. The public had heard that 
radio had effected many rescues at sea. Everyone 
thought that was very fine, but relatively few people ever 
went to sea, and radio was promptly forgotten. Then 
came the first days of the World War. The demand for 
trained men was evident everywhere and in no branch of 
the service was this more true than in that of communica- 
tion. But where were these men to come from? They 
could not be trained in such a short time as the emergency 
required. 

Then these few thousand knights of the key, the little 
telegraphic key, stepped into the breach and held the 
ground until new men could be trained. 

The war over, civil radio was again taken up. A 
traffic system that could carry messages all over the 
United States by the relay method was established and 
an organization, started previous to the war, bound these 
men together. It was the American Radio Relay League. 
With the advent of radiocasting, radio came into prom- 
inence and much of it became public knowledge. From. 
the ranks of these amateurs came many of those who are 
today the great contributors to this new art. 

But here is the most delightful incident of it all. 
Certain interests wanted the longer wavelengths and, not 
being in particular sympathy with the amateurs, they saw 
that this group of youngsters received only the very short 
wavelengths, considered quite useless in distance com- 
munication. | 

With their characteristic energy, however, these men 
devoted themselves to finding a solution to the problem 
imposed on them by this new limitation and not only 
succeeded in reaching Europe with the short waves, but 
even proved them so much more efficient than the long 
waves that now these same interests are struggling to get 
the very short waves. 

Today these men carry on frequent communication 
with other amateurs in Europe. Some splendid interna- 
tional friendships have been built up by this interchange 
of ideas. The world is being brought down to such small 
dimensions that continental neighbors can figuratively 
lean out of the window and converse.'It is the youth of the 
Nation that has brought this about. And itgs going to be 
quite hard to convince these young friends that they ever 
must take up the weapons of war and destroy eaci other. 

This is the feeble beginning of the world-wide under- 
standing that is steadily rising over the horizon today. 
And the greatest commendation must go to the young 
men of America and to the organization that has bound 
them together and made their work possible. And that 
desire to know which. has carried them to this point will 
keep them going until the ultimate victory over all space 
is achieved. These are days of understanding. 
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PRESIDENT COOLIDGE presented another example of 
his essentially sane point of view when he urged, as the 
presiding officer of the national oratorical contest held in 
Washington the other day, that a primary duty resting 
upon the present generation is the establishment of a “full 
conception of the obligation to reasonableness and 
moderation.” “The world,” he declared, in explanation, 
“has always contained a dangerously large proportion of 
people who have believed that the way of progress was 
by way of destruction,” and he showed that, if, on the 


-other hand, the ‘opposite course is pursued, “the next 


generation may find reason to thank us for making its 
way of life easier than ours has been.” The doctrine is 
not new, of course, but it does good to keep hammering 
at it. Close on eighty years ago, Daniel Webster gave 
expression to the same sentiment in these words: “Liberty 
exists in proportion to wholesome restraint.”’

So is the spell of the quiet streets. ‘The spell of the loud 
ones is different. The coolness of the ceramic fairyland blows 
away, and one is shouldered and hustled back to the deep- 
breathing Middle Ages. One is in a black crowd which moves 
as slowly and as gracefully as a dance. There are low, white 
buildings leaning on their elbows. There are dramatic shadows. 

One enters an open space in which hundreds of people are 
seated. 
are splendid plages! Chairs, two pesetas!” Black and fantastic 
the cathedral towers above the houses, sometimes like a great 
night bird about to flv, sometimes like a quiet dragon with one 
e;e in which a low light is standing. It is the cathedral door. 
The crowd chatters and laughs. MIothers call their children; 
fathers talk to their friends. The high comb and the mantilla 
are to be seen everywhere. The streets are light with graceful 
walking. Everyone knows anyone. The easy, familiar “Adios” 
is heard all around. Saying “Good-bye” as one meets people 
in the crowd gives one the -sensation of traveling by some 
fantastic conveyance to a port far back in time.

Good Andalusians all, they know what to expect. They 
have known it by heart since childhood. . They apparently never 
tire of it; did an Andalusian tire of any pleasure he could get? 
Lvery dav of Holy Week has had its processions. For two days 
the traffic has been suspended. ‘Tourists fill the hotels and pay 
fabulous sums for their accommodation; the Andalusian has 
a weakness for spectacular deals. ‘There are great numbers of 
Germans, Americans and Baedekers. Shaw’s “Pygmalion” is 
being played at the theater. There are great rejoicings and 
nearly evervone stays up ail night. 

Comes the monotonous tap of drums; the practiced call of 
the bugie;: and the “nazerenos” in black, or purple or white, 
from head to toe, with high pointed hats, and: two ingquisitional 
slits for the eves, come stealthily ahead of the procession, carry- 
ing lighted candles. The “‘nazerenos’ may not speak. Some 
are barefooted. Finally a huge image appears, either a’ very 
realistic sculpture of the Crucifixion, or,a Virgin clothed in a 
luxurious cloak sparkling with jewels and wealth and bright- 
ened by the dancing light of a hundred candles. The whole 
is mounted sometimes on a gold throne, decorated lavishly and 
elaborated beyond belief. ‘The ctowd is bareheaded, Says a 
man, “She's pretty.” “Better than the last,’ says another. 
“What a lovely choak,” says an old woman. “And the dia- 
monds,” says a young one. “Guapa,” cries a young man with 
feeling. - ““Tke sculpture is considered excellent,’ says another. 
“The whole affair cost so many thousand pesetas to put on 
the street.” “Look at the penitents,” cry the curious, and point 
to one or two barefooted men and: women who are following 
ithe proecssion with heavy crosses on their shoulders. 

To the tap of the drum the procession goes on. It halts 
every few minutes to give the bearers of the image a rest. 
There are fourteen or more of them concealed behind curtains 
under the throne, and al! one knows about them is the hot 
shuffle of their feet. It is arduous work and only a good wage 
will attract the strong men of Seville to undertake it. “Steady,” 
says the foreman in a stage whisper to the men below. The 
crowd does not regard this as incongruous.

For many hours numbers of these processions pass through 
the streets, all day and all night. ‘They are not officially church 
processions. ‘Lhe images are “kept up’ by brotherhoods of 
laymen called cofradias, which belong to the various parishes. 
Anyone may be’a “nazereno’’ and wear the fiercesome garb. 
The processions pass with wearying slowness from the churches 
to the cathedral, where is set a scene operatic in its mingling 
of majesty, tawdry, luxury, mystery, and light. It is nearly 
erotic. 
time. Indeed, the Swedish ballet some vears ago acted a 
Holy Week scene in Seville, and roused in me the same 
emotion. What a luxury of superstition! And how grateful 
one is for the simple air of the night and the clear stars cut 
into the sky! 

“Christian sternness ineCastNe; pagan joyfulness in Anda- 
lusia,” said a Spaniard to me. It is like being back in the 
Middle. Ages when the church and the stage were united and 
Peter used to catch the devil by the nose with a pair of tongs. 
Holy Week in Seville musg, be a survival of the ‘Mysteries. 
Twice a year in the cathedral the choir boys dance in front 
of the altar, and the great transept echoes the click-a-click-click 
of the castanets! And no one believes the processions of the 
cofradias are religious. The Andalusian has contrived a pic- 
turesque mysticism out of his paganism. He does what Murillo 
did when he painted dancing girls and called them Virgins. 
There is a lack of reverence, but there is any amount of smiling 
familiarity in the Andalusian character. Like the schoolboy 
who believes Lord Mayor’s Show Day exists for his particular 
benefit, the Andalusian treats the Holy Week -processidns as 
his processions. His familiarity- of speech as they - go by 
expresses his unconcealed and unorthodox satisfaction. Perhaps 
it is on this account they have survived ; the Andalusian requires 
facile pleasures, not of the mind. And the pageants must have 
the wealth of color and delight which the Moors left in his 
character and the climate brings to his province.
